conducted to the United States legation,

the sun crosses-the equator on its way 
bouth and autumn, with its charming 
days will be inaugurated. On this date 
the sun rises due east and sets due west, 
and day and night are of equal: length 
••(twelve hours) o.ver the whole earth V| 
""The sun crosses the equator in'the coii-' 
stcllation Libra, astronomically itpenking, 
bnt actually thirty degrees back In t!'e 
constellation Virgo (see map). Tlns'dif- 
iqrc.ncc, as explained in the-Mitrch a'ri- 
iele, is caused by.the sun crossing the 
j-q.uator fifty seconds. further'^:bf«!k each 
year.' 
"" 


.Two thousand .years ago the zodiac di- 


visions and the constellations coincided; 
that is, begnn at the first point.of, Aries 
—degree one—at which point,,the aim 
then crOBFed the equator in the spring. 
But crossing the equator fifty seconds 
back cnch year has in the course of two 
thousand j'ears, caused the sun to cross 
at 11 point thirty degrees back, where it 
now crosses in Pieces. This cluinpc at 
the spring cquinoxnlso applies, of course, 
to 'the autumn equinox. The sun then 
(2,000 years ago)'!crosscd in the constel- 
lation Libra. buSfninv crosses in the con- 
stellation Virgo. 


Astronomers always speak of the sun 


crossing the equator nt the equinoxes ac- 
cording to the old zodiac arrangement, 
and I nllow for tlie change of thirty de- 
grees. 
This backward movement is 


called "procession," and is caused by the 


SOOTH 


unequal attraction of the sun and the 
moon upon the earth at the equator. 


Cassieopia, a constellation that pre- 


sents a clearly defined "W," is moving 
up from the east into the evening sky, 
followed by Andromeda, Pegssus, Capri- 
cornus and Aquarius. Delphinus, some- 
times called "Job's Coffin," in a pretty 


, group of stars just north of Aguiln,! 
which will be 
found very 
interesting 


when viewed through ;in opera glass.. To 
those who cannot afford or who do not 
have access to a large telescope, the 
heavens will take on a new charm when 
examined with an opera gTasfi. 
Try it 


on the moon some evening and you will 
be agreeably surprised, or on the Pleia- 
des, that wondrous cluster of stnrs. The 
fact is that a low power telescope—say 
three to five inch object plnss—will af- 
ford more actual pleasure nnd interest 
to the averHge mnn than the high power 
telescopes, which are only intended for 
the professional astronomer.

Hercules. Corona, Bootes and 


Aquiln, of the constellations, nrc most 
clearly in view in the evening this month 
Vega, the second brightest star in the 
northern Hky, gives one hundred times 
incite light than o'.ir sun.

This planet is 
so strikingly prominent in comparison 
with the fixed stars' that it m easily dis- 
tinguished, and its course can be easily 
followed from night to night.

On 
September 4 it will be five degrees east 
of the first magnitude star Spica, and on 
September 20 will have 'reached its great-. 
est elongation east nejir the lowest star 
in the constellation-, Libra (see map). 


Tho planets Uranus and Saturn are 


still evening stnrs. Mercury, Mars, Jup- 
iter and Neptune are morning stars. Mer- 
cury will be found low in the east about 
an "hour before, sunrise/ and near the 
point of the sun's rising, for the first ten 
days of the month. Mars and Mercury 
will be very close together on the morn- 
ing of the third, only seven decrees 
apart. Mars can be distinguished from 
Mercury because of its ruddy color and 
from the fact that it will be nearer the 
sun.
